Reserve Bank Official 
Says Thrift and Indus- 
try Triumph After 
House of Cards Falls. 


Chicago, December 27.—(”)—Mil- 
lionaires have increased from 7,000 in 
1914 to between 30,000 and 40,000 
in 1928, Carl Snyder, of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, told the 
American Statistical association in 
convention today. 

“Possibly half or more of these (new 
millionaires) have been created by the 
violent debasement in the value of the 
currency which has taken place since 
the beginning of the war,” he said, “A 
considerable part of the present num- 
ber must be due, also, to the enormous 
rise in the value of securities since 
the war, and to the colossal manipula- 
tion in security values, incomparably 
the greatest gamble the world. has 
ever known. 

“Years of unusual expansion are 
paid for by lean years of depression 
and unemployment, often involving 
widespread suffering. High hopes are 
brought low, fortunes are wrecked, 
and, worst of all, the business and 
economic morale of the nation se- 
tiously impaired.

Birmingham Teacher Mirac- 
ulously Escapes Death 
After Plunge. 


New Orleans, December 27.—(4)— 
James R. Orr, 80-year-old Bir- 
mingham high school teacher, astonish- 
ed New Orleans today by plunging 
nine stories out of a hotel window and 
living to tell the story. 

He leaped from the eleventh floor 
of the Roosevelt hotel and landed on 
a skylight. Breaking glass announced 


his arrival and the police were called. 
He was rushed to Charity hospital, 
where physicians, despairing of his 
life, placed him on a table for an 
emergency operation. While they lab- 
ored over him with the police hover- 
ing around in an effort to get a dy- 
ing statement, Orr sat bolt upright 
and exclaimed: 

“Say, captain, don’t let this get in 
the papers.” Lying back, he said: 

“Gosh, but I thought that drop 
would fix me. I wanted to die.” 

Orr registered at the hotel under 
the name of C. N. Smith, St. Louis, 
and said he went to the hotel for the 
purpose of committing suicide. He 
left his home in Birmingham yester- 
day afternoon, leaving a note for his 
mother and sister while they were at 
a theater. While he said something 


about being in ill health, dispatches 
from Birmingham said he was in good 
health and spirits when he left home.

IN GOURT DEGISION 
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Federal. Ruling Holds 
Purchaser May Be 
Prosecuted as Party to 
Rum Transportation. 


Philadelphia, December 27.—(?)— 
The federal district court today hand- 
ed down a decision that the buyer of 
illegal liquor can be prosecuted if he 
is a party to its transportation. 

The decision, regarded by federal 
authorities here as of the highest im- 
portance in the enforcement of the na- 
tional prohibition law, was handed 
by Dr. W. H. Kirkpatrick in the case 
of Alfred E. Norris, New York broker. 
Norris was fined $200 and will ap 
peal the decision. 

Judge Kirkpatrick said that the 
mere purchase of liquor is not an of- 
fense under the national prohibition 
act and that the purchaser cannot he 
convicted of aiding and abetting the 
sales. 

“It does not follow, however,” said 


the court, “that, wuere transporta- 
tion is required by the agreement, 
there may not be an indictment of 
the buyer and seller for conspiracy 
to transport, even though what is con- 
templated is simply the delivery of 
the thing sold. Transporcation of in- 
toxicating liquor is made a distinct 
substantive offense by the act. It is 
not necessarily involved in every 
sale.” 


Norris, along with Joel D. Ker- 
per, Philadelphia “society bootlegger,” 
was charged with conspiracy to 
transport liquor jllegally. He plead- 
ed nolo contendere, but maintained 
the purchase of liquor was no crime 
either unde> the national prohibition 
law or the Volstead act. 

Kerper, who is serving 18 months 
in the federal penitentiary at At- 
lanta, was brought to Philadelphia 
and pleaded guilty after Judge Kirk- 
patrick said he would not inflict fur- 
ther punishment if he admitted the 
charge. 

Norris, through counsel, admitted 
in the argument of the case two 
weeks ago that 12 times in more than 
a year he ordered liquor from Ker- 
per and that the latter sent it by ex- 
press to Norris in New York vari-

To Prove Domesticity Be- 
coming Decadent. 


Chicago, December 27.—(/)—If the 
family disintegrates inversely as the 
corner delicatessen prospers, Ameri- 
can family life is decadent, statistics 
presented to the American Sociologi- 
cal society indicated today. 

W. F. Ogburn, of the University 
of Chicago, offered the following “sig- 
nificant changes in family life in the 
United States.” The figures were bas- 
ed on 1920 surveys: 

One out of every 11 married women 
is working for pay outside of the 
home. 

From 1900 to 1920 the number of’ 
restaurant waiters increased about 
three times as fast as the number of 
families; restaurant owners increased 
four times as fast. 

jakery production increased 60 per 
cent irom 1914 to 1925, while popula- 
tion increased 15 per cent. 

Delicatessen dealers increased 4° 
per cent from 1910 to 1920, or about 
three times as fast as population. 

Of the marriages contracted in 1928, 
Professor Ogburn added, in all prob- 
ability nearly one in five would end 
in a divorce court. 

Other statistics given by 
sor Ogburn were: 

About one in 10 go through life 
without marrying. 

At the’age period when most men 


and women are found married, only 
five out of six are married; one out 
of every six is widowed, divorced or 
single. 

Of all females over 15 years old, one 
out of 10 is a widow. 

City life discourages 
about 10 per cent. 

The group of single women in cities 
of the same population as country 
regions and with the same age dis- 
tribution, is two-thirds larger than 
the similar group of single women in 
the country.

CHANGES OUTLINED

Sociologists Given Statistics Explanation Is Contain- 


ed in Statement by Pres- 
ton Arkwright in Reply 
to Query by Ashley. 


An explanation of the operation and 
effect of the new rate schedules or- 
dered by the Georgia Public Service 
commission December 22 for gas con- 


sumers in Atlanta, Decatur, East 


Point, College Park and Hapeville, 
and residential electricity consumers 
served by the Georgia Power company 
was contained in a statement issued 
Thursday by the power company. 

All consumers who use 2,400 o 
more cubie feet of gas and 33 or more 
kilowatt hours of electricity a month 
will effect savings under .the new 
rates, according to the ‘crossing 
points” figured by the power company. 
The company’s statement shows that 


out of 29,000 gas consumers only 
about 5,000 will have to pay a slightly 
higher rate. Similar figures on the 
consumers of electricity were not 
available Thursday, due to the fact 
that 22 different rates were in effect 
under the old schedule and a com- 
parison will require much study and 
research. 

The new rates will mean a reduc- 
tion of about $500,000 a year in the 
power company’s revenues in residen- 
tial gas and electrie service, using the 
1928 figures, according to Preston S. 
Arkwright, president of the power 
company. 

Acting Mayor Claude L. Ashley on 
Thursday sent a letter to Mr. Ark- 
wright requesting information on the 
new rates for the purpose of reply- 
ing to inquiries which reach him. In 
response to the letter, an explanation 
of the new rates, in a form prepared 
for company employees, and a table 
siving the exact cost ef electricity by 
kilowatt hours, were forwarded to the 
acting mayor. 

The new rate scales in the gas de- 
partment and in the residential elec- 
tric department of the power com- 
pany will be placed in effect witb 
January meter readings, according to 
n statement Thursday by James A. 
Perry, chairman of the public service 
commission, after he had received two

SPERIAL SESSION 
UF LEGISLATURE 
SEEMS ASSURED 


Governor Refuses to Dis- 
cuss Report He Will Call 
Solons To Act on High- 


way Crisis. 


Governor L. G. Hardman will call 
an extra session of the state legisla- 
ture to meet some time during the 
month of January as soon as he re- 
turns to Atlanta from south Georgia, 


| where he is visiting relatives, accord- 
| ing to statements made at the capitol 


Thursday by close friends of the_ex- 
ecutive, with whom the governor dis- 
cussed the situation prior to his de- 


parture for Valdosta. 

Questioned at Valdosta concerning 
his plans the governor would neither 
deny .or-eonfirm the statement that 
he is preparing to call an extra ses- 
sion, but. from the fact that he did 
not deny the statement and from the 
further attitude he has assumed in 
the matter in discussing it with 
friends, it is taken as a virtual cer- 
tainty at the capitol that the extraor- 
dinary session of the legislature will 

called. 

It was believed Thursday that the 
governor probably will seek informa- 
tion from State Auditor Sam J. Slate 
as to the exact financial condition of 
the state highway department. Gov- 
ernor Hardman’s reported decision to 
call an extra session of the legisla- 
ture was based, it is declared, en- 
tirely upon the condition of the fi- 
nances of this department of the state 
government, 

Chairman John N. Holder, of the 
state highway board, issued a state- 
ment Thursday at his home at Jef- 
ferson in which he said that state- 
ments to the effect that the board al- 
ready has expended approximately 
$7,000,000 of its 1929 funds are er- 
roneous. He said such statements “evi- 
dently were deliberate misstatements 
of fact.” He said he would return to

NEW ZONING LAW 
10 VOID PERMITS 


Where Start Has Not 
Been Made on Conflict- 
ing Building, Permission 
Will Be Revoked. 


Where building permits were  a)- 
ready issued for structures in conflict 
with the new zoning ordinance, and a 
substantial start had not been made 
on the buildings at the fime the ordi- 
nance was adopted by the city, the per- 
mits are null and void, being auto- 
matically revoked.

Stricken Monarch Re- 
fuses Nourishment, But 
Pulse Remains Steady, 
Says Bulletin. 


PALACE STATEMENT 
IS GRAVE IN TONE 


Royal Physicians Hold 
Two Lengthy Consulta- 
tions During Day; Bac- 
teriologist Called In. 


London, December 27.—(#)—An 
authoritative statement from Bucking- 
ham palace at midnight tonight em- 
phasized the grave condition of King 
George, following upon this evening's 
bulletin indicating his condition was 
less satisfactory. 

The statement said that the king 
had had and continues to have a very 
narrow margin of safety and owing 
to today’s relapse that margin had be- 
come smaller, 

The king today lost some of the 
ground that he had gained in the last 
ten days of his prolonged illness. He 
was weaker and had to be persuaded 
to take nourishment. 

The development, announced in the 
evening bulletin of his doctors, was 
rather unexpected. There had been two 
lengthy consultations at the palace, but 
after each there was word from offi- 
cial sources that the monarch’s condi- 
tion was unchanged. 

At the second consultation the rez- 
ular physicians were joined by Dr. J. 
K. H, Whitby, a bacteriologist who 
had been called into the case several 
times. Thé othér consultants were Sir 
Hugh Rigby, surgeon: Sir Stanley He- 
wett and Lord Dawson of Penn. The 
latter three signed the evening bulle- 
tin, the first issued in 24 hours. It 
said: 

_ “During today his majesty’s condi- 
tion has not been so satisfactory, There 
has been a disinclination to take nour- 
ishment and the strength has been Jess 


well maintained. The pulse remains 
steady.” 


RELAPSE BRINGS 
NATIONAL CONCERN 


_London, December 27.—( United 
News.)—A sudden set-back today halt- 
ed the slow progress of King George 
toward recovery. 

_A high authority said that the eve- 
ning bulletin indicated that the king 
has now sustained a “definite check’ 
which, because of his extreme weak- 
ness, causes concern, The night bul- 
letin’s reference to a steady pulse can- 
not be regarded as entirely satisfac- 
tory, the high authority said in his 
Statement to the press. Although 
the pulse remains steady, it is clear 
that the physicians are watching it 
closely. 

He added that while the doctors em- 
phasized that progress must be slow 
it can be stated that the king's prog- 
ress Is even slower than expected. The

[to E. M. Price, rate expert of the 
commission. 

In his letters, Mr. Arkwright stat- 
ed that drastic cuts would be made in 
the revenue of both the gas and elec- 
tric departments through the opera- 
tion of the new rates, As to the gas 
rates, Mr. Arkwright said the com- 
pany would be forced to make efforts 
to stimulate the use of gas. The rate 
should greatly increase the use of 
gas for cooking, heating and hot 
water purposes, he said, 


Reduction in Revenue. 


Regarding the electric light rates, 
Mr. Arkwright said the rate order 
makes a very large reduction in the 
average revenue of the company from 
its residential service business, “much 
larger than we think the earnings of 
the company at present justify.” In 
the electric case as well as the gas 
case Mr. Arkwright stated that the 
lower rates would serve as a stimulus 
to the development of new business, 

At the office of the public service 
commission it was stated that only 
one letter had been received by that 
body in which a protest was made 
against the new rate scales which are 
to become effective with January 
meter readings. 

The power company on Thursday 
issued a table showing the exact net 
cost of electric service under the new 
rates. ‘The table, shown in another 
column, gives the cost of each kilowatt 
hour used from one to 100, and the 
figures then advance in mathematical 
progression in threes to 200 kilowatt 
hours, and from 200 to 450 in fives, 

New Gas Rates, 

The new gas rates are as follows: 

Customer charge, $1 per month; 
plus commodity charge of $1.40 per 1,- 
000 cubie feet for the first 1,000 eubic 
feet per month, $1.10 per 1,000 cubic 
feet for all over 1,000 cubie feet per 
month. A discount of 10 cents per 1,- 


paid within 10 days of presentation, 
according to the new rates. 

The electric rates are as follows:

Mayson Hits Decision. 

City Attorney James L. Mayson 
Thursday said that he has had a 
steady stream of inquiries as to the 
application of the new rates ever 
since the rate decision was announc- 
ed. Increases, in almost every case, 
will be on those least able to pay, 
while the large, well-to-do private 
users and the prosperous commercial 
firms will receive reductions, Mr. May- 
son said. 

Mr. Mayson said he is forced to tell 
small consumers there is nothing he 
can do to help them, for, he said, “we 
have tried taking such cases to~the 
courts, but they have indicated the 
issue will be referred back to the pub- 
lie service commission unless we can 
prove the rates to be wildly exorbi- 
tant.” 

Power Company Statement. 

The power company statement is- 
sued Thursday follows: 

“The new gas rates apply only in 
territory served by the Atlanta gas 
plant, that is, Atlanta and suburbs, 
including Decatur, East Point, Col- 
lege Park and Hapeville. The rate 
formerly was higher in the adjoining 
municipalities than it was in Atlanta. 
The new rate is the same for all terri- 
tory served by the Atlanta gas plant. 

“The new residential electric rate 
is the same for all residential cus- 
tomers served by the Georgia Power 
company but is not applicable to the 
Mutual Light and Water company at 
Brunswick. Heretofore there were ap- 
proximately 22 different schedules of 
rates applying to residential territory 
served by Georgia Power company. 

“The commission’s order abolishes 
prepay gas meters and this company 
at its own expense will, as soon as it 
is physically possible to do so, prob- 
ably within the next two months, re- 
place all prepay meters in Atlanta and 
suburbs. A change in billing of pre- 
pay gas meters is effective upon the 
change of the meter. : 

“There will be only one electric 
meter to each residence. Heretofore 
many homes have had one meter for 
lights and one for power due to the 
difference in light and power rates. 
Since the new rate is for all residen- 
tial service the company, at its own 
expense, will remove one of the meters 
and so rearrange the wiring of the 
residence as to permit metering of the 
entire residential consumption through 
one meter.

“Although it will require several

Is Decaying Teeth 


Washington, December 27.—(A4)— 
Decaying teeth are the most common 
defects of school children and are pres- 
ent in about 90 per cent of them, the 
United States bureau of education re- 
ports in calling attention to a study 
that has been made recently of pre- 
vention and treatment of such condi- 


ions. 

It stated that this is due to changes 
which were made in man’s diet as he 
became civilized, certain substances 
essential for making sound teeth hav- 
ing been too scanty in over-refined 
foods. 

“Some races,” the bureau’ said, 
“which have followed more closely 
nature's laws in this respect still have 
good teeth, heredity has heen made 
the scapegoat for bad teeth, but al- 
thongh good teeth ‘run in families’ to 
some extent, family food habits an: 
other hygienic measures are at the 
bottom of this good fortune, If here- 
dity were an important factor, dental 
decay would never have occurred, for 
time was when it did not exist, and 
certainly bad teeth have not heen an 
nid to survival. Heredity tendencr 
should be even more strongly influen- 
tial for the production of 
than of bad ones.”

Move To Stop Rum Runners‘ 


COAST GUARDS TO WATCH FLORIDA AREA | 


'Plymg Trade Near Hoover 


BY ALFRED P. RECK, 
(United News Staff Correspondent.) 
Washington, December 27.—(UN.) 
Rum runners who ply up and down 


the south Florida coast and who have 
been known to land their cargoes on 
and near the island where lDresident- 
elect Herbert Hoover expects to 4 
a short vacation, will receive a New 
Year’s greeting from the coast guard 
in the form of a triple-threat, mystery 
rum chaser, 

This boat, now being tested out at 
Baltimore, will be dispatched to Miami 
on January 1 to make the south Flor- 
ida peninsula as dry as possible dur- 
inf the president-elect’s yisit. 

According to coast guard headquart- 
ers, the mystery boat carries a three- 
fold warning to rum runners. It has 
speed —greater than ever before placed 
in-a boat of its size. It has machine 
guns and one-pounders, and it is 
equipped with an armor-plated bow, 
knife-edged and capable of a wicked 
ramming blow. ; 

No vessel] known in the rum run- 
ning trade can touch the new coast 
guard craft for speed. Expert marine 
engineers have taken a 60-foot speed 
boat with a wide curved and domi- 
nating prow. They armor plated the 
hull and pilot house with half-inch 
steel, capable of withstanding machine 
gun fire. 

At first the engineers tried the boat 
with two 245-horsepower Liberty air- 
plane engines, It worked successfully 


so they added a third engine which 
gives the vessel 1,275 horsepower and 
pushes it through the water at better 
than 50 miles an hour with a roar 
like that of a hurricane. 

The mystery coast guard rum chas- 
er, was christened the “Sea Gull.” It 
went through the water so fast, dur- 
ing tests, there was nothing visible 
except white foam’ and _ glistening 
spray. 

Marine engineers say never before 
has so much speed and power been 
placed in a boat of its size and weight. 
With careful tuning up they believe it 
might be able to develop a speed near 
a mile a minute. 

In the past rum runners operating 
from West Indian keyes to the Flor- 
ida mainland have been able to secure 
better and faster boats than the coast 
guard. In many cases, when sighted 
they have been able to turn their heels 
to the coast guard boats and escape. 

However, with the “Sea Gull” pa- 
trolling the bay off Miami and _the 
island selected for Hoover's vacation,

coast guard officials believe they will 
be able to plug present leaks in the dry 
blockade. 

Other coast guard cutters and pa- 
trol boats, now operating out of Fort 
Lauderdale, will moved south to 
throw an effective blockade around 
Miami and Miami beach. 

The added warning of the “Sea 
Gull” will eause rum runners to sus- 
pend operations, at least during presi- 
dent-elect Hoover's visit, it is believed.

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Pinchot Believes 


New York, December 27.—(/)— 
Gifford Pinchot, former governor of 
Pennsylvania and author of that 
state's liquor legislation, submitted 
for the Durant prize a plan calling 
on the president and the president- 
elect to enforce the prohibition law, 
the Durant prize award offices an- 
nounced tonight. 

His plan was submitted in competi- 
tion for the $25,000 prize offered | 
W. C. Durant and awarded to Major 
Chester P. Mills, former prohibition 
administrator for New York. 

“Because the problem of enforcing 
the eighteenth amendment is as wide 
as our system of government,” the 
former governor said in his plan. 
“the head of the system is the man 
to deal with it. The president of 
the United States can: control all 
branches of law enforcement in the 
nation and can effectively influence 
enforcement on all smaller political 
divisions, such as cities and states. 
No one else can.” 

Among the former governor's sug- 
gestions was removal of diplomatic 
immunity for liquor imported to for- 
eign embassies in Washimgton. 

“The free and unlimited importation 
of liquors by diplomatic representa- 
tives is the chief cause of the wet- 
ness of Washington,” former Gover- 
nor Pinchot’s plan said. “If the 
president, following the far-flung pre- 
cedent set by the British government 
years ago in the matter of slaves, 
should suggest to all foreign govern- 
ments that he would regard it as a 
friendly act if they would instruct 
their representatives to import no 
more alcoholic liquors, but conform 
instead to the laws of the country 
to which they are accredited, the at- 
mosphere and attitude of official 
Washington respecting the eighteenth 
amendment would change overnight.”

One of these would make a 
fumbled ball “dead” at the point of 
recovery ; another would provide for 
ths ball to be placed in play at the 
start of third quarter at the point it 
rested when the half ended, and the 
third would revise the ruling on the 
point after touchdown, some advocat- 
ing its discontinuance. 

Stagg Comments. 

Coach Alonzo Stagg of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, a member of the rules 
committee, was among the first to get 
in his comment on the proposed 
changes. 

“The fans seem to be satisfied with 
them now,” was his terse comment. 

The first session of the N. C. A. A. 
was held late today behind closed 
doors, when the executives committee 
awarded the sixth annual swimming 
championship tournament to Wash- 
ington university, St. Louis, for 
March 29-30 and the national collegi- 
ate track and field meet to Chicago 
for June 7-8. 

The name of Dr. S. V. Sanford of 
the University of Georgia and presi- 
dent and founder of the southern 
conference, has heen mentionel free- 
ly by early arrivals as a possible nom- 
ivee to oppose Dr. Palmer E. Pierce 
for president of the athletic associa- 
tion. Dr. Pierce has headed the as- 
sociation for 20 of its 23 years ex- 
istence. 

More to Arrive. 

While several hundred faculty ath- 
letic representatives, coaches and di- 
rectors already were here today, many 
others are expected tomorrow. An 
extensive program has been prepared 
for the visitors. 

Although the preliminary council of 
the association remained ‘in closed ses- 
sion until well in the evening, Dean 
Frank W., Nicolson, of Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, secretary, told newspapermen 
that “no news will be forthcoming to- 
night.” He added that the council 
was dealing only with routine business 
and lining matters up for considera- 
tion at the open session tomorrow. 

Fielding H. Yost, Michigan coach 
and veteran member of the athletic 
association, predicted that both this 
association and the coaches would 
finally transact their business har- 
moniously.

Chicago, December 27.—()—Corn 
-seored fresh gains in price today, but 
the gains failed to stand up against 
a wave of selling to realize profits. 
In sofhe cases, today’s corn market 
came within 1-8c of equaling the top- 
-most quotations yet this season. 
Meanwhile, corn receipts in Chicago 
today lacked volume and rural offer- 
ings to arrive were small, but deliv- 
eries here on December contracts were 
much larger, aggregating 720,000 
bushels. 

Closing quotations on corn were ir- 
regular at 1-2c net lower to 4-&8e 
advance. Wheat finished 1-4 to 3-4c 
down, and provisions unchanged to a 
rise of 25c. 

Speculators friendly to higher prices 
for corn showed much, activity at the 
start, but soon discovered that the 
market was by no mears altogether 
one-sided. For example, a noticeable 
feature was that a house with export 
connections became an aggressive sell- 
er of the December delivery, althoug 
at the same time a buyer of May. 
Nevertheless, December showed 
throughout the day more relative 
strength than did May, and went to 
within Se of the distant month as 
against 7c last week. 

Some of today’s selling of corn was 
ascribed to reports of a decrease in 
the fall pig crop as compared with 
last year. In this connection, the fact 
was pointed out that receipts of hogs 
thus far this year at 20 principal 
markets have reached a total nearly 
6.000.000 larger than for the corre- 

- sponding period last year, and hog 
receipts since the first week in No- 
vember, when new corn began to be 
fed in substantial quantities. have av- 
eraged almost 800,000 bushels a week. 
Oats were unsettled, duplicating the 
action of corn. December oats went 
to a premium over May for the first 
time this season. 

Wheat declines were associated a 
good deal with evidence of selling here 
for Winnipeg account. Furthermore, 
bears emphasized that the United 
States wheat visible suphly is the 
heaviest. ever known, 50,000,000 bush- 
els more than last year, and that 
prices here are above world parity. 
It was announced also that domestic 
exports of wheat dud flour for five 
months up: to December are 54,000,000 
bushels less than last years corre- 
sponding total. whereas the‘ crop 1s 
95.000.000 bushels greater. 

Provisions developed firmness as a 
result of scattered buying, although 
hog values were mostly 25c lower,

Total value of all Georgia crops for 
the season of is estimated at 
$223,815,000 in the official annual 
crop summary released today by V. CU. 
Childs, Georgia statistician of the 
United States division of crop and 
livestock estimates, This shows a de- 
cline in’ value from last year of ap- 
proximately $27,000,000, or about 10 
per cent, and is about 6 per cent be- 
low the 5-year average, 1923-1927. 
Value of total crops in 1927 amount- 
ed to $250,742,000; in 1926, $211,- 
$04,000; in 1925, $232,045,000, and 
the 5-year average $237,989,000. Such 
a reduction in value reflects in a fair 
measure the effects on production of 
a late cold spring followed by frequent 
and excessive rains during much of 
the growing season. 

Cotton, representing about 90 per 
cent of total value of all cash crops, 
accounts for most of the decrease 
from last year. Of the other cash 
crops usually exceeding a million dol- 
lars in value, tobacco, watermelons,

Harvested from an acreage 9 per 
cent greater than the 1927 harvested 
acreage, the cotton crop was estimate 
on December 1 at 1,020,000 bales (500 
pounds gross weight), a reduction of 
7 per cent from the final outturn last 
season of 1,100,000 bales, 52 per cent 
less than in 1926, and 12 per cent be- 
low 1925. Value of lint and seed 
amounted to $109,577,000, as com- 
pared with $125,505,000 in 1927. This 
loss was felt most keenly in the cen- 
tral part of the state, as the greatest 
reduction occurred there following a 
short crop last year. Production in 
the southern territory was slightly be- 
low last year while the northern part 
of the state made a comparatively 
good crop, production running slightly 
above last season, 

Estimated production of corn was 
the lowest since the short crop of 
1909, 30 per cent below 1927, and 23 
per cent less than the 5-year average 
(1923-1927). Value of the crop is 
placed at 439,910,000, as compared 
with $44,147,000 in 1927 and $46,348,- 
000 for the 5-year average. 

Production of hay was 521,000 tons, 
as compared with the estimated crop

In- 
stead of being borrowers from the 
banks as in the old days, individuals 
and corporations with unprecedented 
idle funds have been competing with 
banks in loaning funds in the call 
money market to be used in the stock 
market. 

With from $1,000,000,000 to $1- | 
500,000,000 to be paid out January 
1 in fnterest and dividends, corpora- 
tions are now calling in. the funds 
which have been drawing high interest 
rates in the Wall street call money 
market. The banks have turned in a 
sworn statement of their condition as 
of December 31. From the weekly 
statements published by the federal re- 
serve it is a matter of record that 
the banks of the country are in an 
overloaded position and can only bal- 
ance their books by borrowing from 
the federal reserve. To make the 
best possible December 31 showing in 
the sworn statements to be published 
the banks are getting in funds which 
have been drawing high interest rates 
in the Wall street call money market. 
The calling of loans by corporations 
and the banks makes the available sup- 
ply of call money for the stock market 
smaller: hence the existing rates for 
eall money, which are the highest in 
eight years.

One somehow has the impression 
that Mr. Dawes will be much more 
contented and satisfied, in returning 
to the banking profession, than , he 
has ever been in politics. | 

No Rail Speed Mania. 

American passenger trains have 
rotten away from the mania of speed. 
The limited trains today have sched- 
ules about the same as 20 years ago. ’ 
As a matter of fact, 26 years ago 
the schedule of the fast trains from 
Chicago to New York was 20 years. 
Later it was cut to 18 hours. But 16 
years ago, in 1912, the crack trains 
went back to a somewhat slower 
service. 

British erack trains are faster be- 
eause they are lighter and do nog 
cover such long distances. 

Perhaps the fastest run ever made 
between New York and Chicago was 
on a Pennsylvania railroad special 
which carried Mrs. Cyrus H. McCor- 
mick from New York to Chicago in 
16 hours 55 minutes. ; 

Today the passenger trains are 
satisfied with their present speed, 
and to those who want faster service 
they point to the airplane as their 
coming speed auxiliary. 

Poles Like S. Methods. 

“American business methods have 
captured the imagination and admira- 
tion of the Poles, and scarcely a work 
on scientific management is published 
in America today that is not trans- 
lated into Polish,” says the National 
Geographic society. 

Many of the Polish industries that 
were begun long before the discovery 
of America are being rebuilt and re 
modeled along American lines. There 
are many American engineers now at 
work in Poland. ;
